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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Claims 24,25 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 1-23,26,27 are pending 

3. The abstract has been corrected. 

4. The rejection of claims 22-27 imder 35 USC 1 12, 1^^ and 2"*^ paragraphs is dropped as the 
claims have been canceled, amended and/or appUcants' remarks are persuasive. 

5. Variables are defined in the specification @ page 7 lines 28-33; page 12 line 19 thru page 
13 line 19. Salts @ page 10 lines 4-20. 

6. The data in the specification is noted. Example 1 @ page 33 shows the compounds bind 
to the delta opioid receptor. Example 3 @ page 37 show the compounds have analgesic activity. 

Dondio, Development of novel pain relief agents acting through the selective activation 
of the delta-opioid receptor, II Farmaco 55 (2000) 178-180, teach compounds that bind to the 
delta opioid receptor alleviate pain. The skilled artisan would thus expect the claimed 
compoimds to treat pain as said compounds have been shown to bind to the delta opioid receptor. 

7. Claims 1-23,26,27 are allowed. The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed 
compounds or their use. In the absence of any evidence or apparent reason why the claimed 
compounds do no possess the disclosed utility, the allegation of utility in the specification must 
be accepted as correct. In re Kamal et al, 158 USPQ 320; Ex parte Krenzer, 199 USPQ 227.
